Not only do good public health prac- 
tices demand adequate sewe rage disposal 
but it might be pointed out that the whole 
concept of local government could be on 
trial here. Do we have enough foresight and 
judgement to plan competently? Or are we 
going to sit back and wait for the roof to 
fall in and then look to the federal or state 
government for help? It’s up to us.
